Perfect scores in math and 
physics tests have been chalked 
up by two Santa Ana Valley High 
School seniors. 

John Harris and Nate Mackey, 
both 17 years old, scored the 
maximum possible (800) on Col- 
lege Entrance Examination 
Board achievement tests, school 
officials reported. 

Mackey attends Santa Ana Col- 
lege, and is in his second semester 
taking advanced calculus and an- 


-alytical geometry in the Advanc- 


ed Placement Program. 

Harris, who also attends SAC, 
is in his fifth semester taking 
advanced calculus 4B. 

MATHEMATICIAN 

Next fall Harris hopes to at- 
tend Harvey Mudd College in 
Claremont, where he will major 
in math, and minor in physics. 
He plans to be a _ theoretical 
mathematician, 

Harris’ sister, Maxine, is.a for- 
mer El Don Editor. 

“T have been playing the piano 
for about seven years and for the 


past three years, have been try- 
ing to master Beethoven’s Appas- 
sionata Sonata No. 28. I also 


. play the oboe and percussion in- 


struments,” stated Harris. 
LOVE MACHINE 

Being interested in electronics, 
he built a “Love Machine.” 
“This is the biggest hoax I ever 
came up with,” he confided. ‘It 
stands seven feet tall, and I 
can’t get it out of my bedroom,” 
he said.

Plans To Boost Entertainment 
Will Take A Trial Run In April 


Santa Ana College students 
will have a “better chance of 
seeing better quality entertain- 
ment at a lower cost” according 
to a plan introduced by Associat- 
ed Student President David 
Whitney at the Executive Cabinet 
meeting Wednesday. 


““A Convocation Committee for 
collective bargaining, composed 
of the Assembly Commissioner 
and an advisor from each of the 
eight Eastern Conference Col- 
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leges, would hire, as a body, one 
particular group for entertain- 
ment,” said Whitney. 

“There would be a reduction 
of cost because the performer 
would like to get all that work 
at once,” he explained. 

April 8, at the next Board of 
Governors meeting, which will be 
hosted by SAC in the student 
union, the new plan will under- 
go a trial run.

will not be made until the next 
Senate meeting. 

Although on some question- 
naires students decided comedy 
was more important than getting 
things accomplished (see story 
this page), for the most part 
answers were serious. 

Cottle’s-feeling were, “If there 
is a marked increase of student 
participation in just one aspect 
of campus activities due to legis- 
lation or recommendations from 
this committee, I will consider 
the questionnaire a success.” 

Possibly the most interesting 
of the committee’s findings was 
that 80 per cent of the students 
who answered the questions, felt 
that unamplified musical instru- 
ments should be atlowed in: the 
student lounge. 

Students by a 70 per cent vote 
favored a gripe week in which 
they could meet the faculty on an 
informal basis to “hash out prob- 
lems.” 

If the poll taken has any effect 
on the Senate, a recommendation 
for an intercollegiate volleyball 
conference will be sent to the 
administration as 80 per cent 
favored this idea. 


Other areas in which students 
expressed their approval were 
for weekly noon dances, a stu- 
dent government bulletin board, 
and longer and more adequate 
campaigns for elections: 

The questionnaires were hand- 
ed out in two shops, four political 
science classes, and one music 
class. One political science class 
was a night class. 
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rs 's Leav ve Senate 
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pleted for the benefit of the 
cabinet.” However, the resigna- 
tions were accepted by a vote of 
12-3-1, and the appointments 
approved 11-4-1. 

Burns, who’s position was re- 
cently created to “give the stu- 
dents a legal advisor and to regu- 
late elections, plans to “use .as 
many assistants as possible and 
to ‘review legislation with the 
President and Senators.” 

Fancher will replace John 
Darrling who resigned his cabinet 
post for personal reasons. 

In‘other Senate action, the ap- 
pointment of Bill Sides to the 
Senate was accepted by a 15-0-1 
vote. 

Senate Bill 64 introduced by 
Senator Barbara Pomar’ was 
passed by the body and will per- 
mit Las Hidalgas to hold a dutch 
pastry sale March 24-26 (see 
story page 1.) 

Senator Bert Cottle read the 
results of the 
Apathy Committee and stated 
that legislation, as a result of the 
report would be submitted (see 
story this page). 

At the meeting’s end Whitney 
announced that he had given his 
approval to the Faculty Fiend 
Contest to be sponsored by Circle 
K. He had originally vetoed the 
Bill after the Senate passed it 
last week, but decided to lift his 
veto.
